People Have Right to Judge, 

Since its death the right of the peo- 
ple to muke their own laws, to elect . 
their governing heads has grown in 
strength unquestioned. It has heen 
the attitude of English and American 
law that the greater the degree in 
which the people enter into the en- 
forcement of the law the more public- 
ity given to trials by law, the greater 
the degree of justice.

Leaves and stems 
of tarragon plants, when put in the 
vinegar poured over cucumbers, add 
a delicate, appetizing aromatic flavor 
les, The seeds of marytnia are 
used to season pickles.

Both of these plants do best when 
started in early summer. With the 
season so late gardeners may be able 
to get a start of tarragon even at this 
time in th@ season by using root cut- 
tings or divisions of tufts. They are 
ordinarily started in June. 

The martynia is an annual, usually 
started early in the spring in hot beds 
and transferred to the open later. The 
plants serve to decorate the garden as 
well as furnishing seeds for seasoning.

Big decreases in hog receipts since 
earlier in the week forced values up 
another 10@15c yesterday, bringing 
top 290 Ib. butchers to $7.90, a new 
high mark for the year. This price 
stands 15c above the previous high 
mark this year and highest since last 
October, being 40c above the previous 
Wednesday. Arrivals at 23,000 were 
9,000 below the advance estimate and 
lighter than usual for Wednesday, 
while combined offerings at eleven 
principal points at 126,000 were mear- 
ly 20 per cent smaller than a week ago 
and lightest for mid-week in more 
than two months. Activity was lack- 
ing after early orders were filled and 
24,000 were estimated in the pens at 
the close, including some held off of 
the market. Average price reached 
$7.50, against $7.15 a week ago. 

Cattle Prices Weaken. 


Cattle market the first two days of this 
week moved on an uncertain basis, with 
‘Tuesday’s topheavy close followed by a 
slashing of prices early yesterday. Mid- 


vanced, closing 25@40c below the pre- 
vious day on weight beef steers, while 
younger cattle lowered 15@25c. Heavy 
receipts were entirely responsible for 
the sharp break, arrivals totaling 5,000 
beyond general expectations at 19,000 and 
the largest for Wednesday in several 
months. The seven market total was 
more than a third greater than a week 
ago. Butcher stock shared the general 
depression, tumbling fully 25@40c. Bulls 
and calves slumped mostly 60c Top 
steers stopped at $10.70 for choice 1,322@ 
1,435 Ib Iowa cattle, while best 1,007 Ib 
yearlings brought $10.15. Choice 1,442 Ib 
cows sold at $8.35, while $9.25 was paid 
for 850 lb heifers.
